LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  March  30  states  as  follows: 

"More  active  demand  for  extra  staple  cotton  featured  -this  and  other 
New  England  consuming  centers  during  the  past  week,  and  substantial 
trading  was  reported  in  many  quarters  of  the  market  and  usually  at  rather 
full  prices.    The  search  for  low  pricei  offerings  continued  active, 
especially  in  the  selected  medium  lengths,  but  offerings  were  limited, 
and  many  shippers  were  unwilling  to  quote  except  on  such  cottons  as 

they  happened  to  have  on  hand.

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  April  13  states  as  follows: 

"Only  scattering  inquiry  was  report od  in  extra  staple  cotton  markets 
here  and  in  other  New  England  cotton  consuming  centers  during  the  past 
week.     Certain  mills  are  attempting  to  add  to  their  stock  of  certain 
kinds  of  cotton  and  are  putting  out  firm  bids  at  slightly  under  the 
current  trading  level,  being  willing  to  take  summer  shipment,  if  necessary.

"Extra  long  fibered  types  have  been  inactive,  but  nominally  unchanged, 
as  has  been  the  case  with  Pima,  which  is  quoted  nominally  around  35  to 
36  cents  for  number  twos .

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICAN-EGYPTIAN 
AND  IMPORTED  EGYPTIAN  COTTONS  FOR  MARCH,  1941 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American-Egyptian 
cotton  during  the  month  of  March  as  2,123  bales  of  500  pounds  gross  weight, 
compared  with  2,277  bales  in  February  and  2,487  bales  in  January.     The  mill 
consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported  as  having  been  5,606 
bales  in  March,  compared  with  4,906  bales  in  February  and  5,035  bales  in 
January .

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of .  April  27  states  as  follows: 

"Continued  active  interest  in  cotton  was  shown  by  New  England  mills 
here  and  elsewhere,  but  actual  sales  very  light  and  prices  generally 
unchanged.    Mills  are  fighting  the  basis,  but  are  picking  up  odd 
bargain  lots  including  some  off  grades.    Trading  is  chiefly  in  selected 
shorter  cottons  and  in  medium  lengths  up  to  inch  and  five  thirty-seconds, 
with  special  emphasis  on  inch  and  three  thirty-seconds,  mostly  for 
forward  shipment.    No  new  crop  activity  is  reported  yet.    Extra  long 
stapled  types  have  been  inactive.
